A meeting of the Coos County Delegation was called at the 
Coos County Court House at 11:00 0’clocka.m., February 17, 1938. 


The meeting was called to order by Chairman George T. 
Studd. Mrs. Hilda Brungot was appointed as secretary pro tem 
for the meeting. On roll call, 29 members were present and 6 
were absent. 


Chairman of County Commissioners, Henry M. Moffett, ex- 
plained that the purpose of this meeting was to consider the new 
ruling from the Attorney General’s office on the interpretation of 
Emergency Relief Law, passed in the legislative session of 1933, 
thereby making new appropriations necessary. 


County Commissioner A. N. McCready explained in detail that 
a new relief load would be transferred from the city and towns 
to the County officials. 


After thorough discussion by all the members present, Mr. 
George W. Whitcher of Whitefield offered the following resolution: 
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“RESOLVED that the additional amount of $102,755352 

is hereby appropriated for the year 1938, to cover the 

additional cost of the relief load, transferred from the 

city and towns to the county, by state law passed in the 

legislative session of 1933.” 

This motion was seconded by Joseph F. Roy of Berlin. On 
roll call there were nineteen voting yes and ten voting no.

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Commissioners’ Re port 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, we, the Commissioners of the County of Coos, here- 
with present our annual report for the year 1938, together with 
the reports of the Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of the 
County Farm, House of Correction and Jail, Clerk of Court, 
Solicitor, Sheriff, Chaplain and Physician. 


The relief situation in the County has been the most serious 
the past year of any time since the beginning of the depression. 
Due to an opinion rendered by the Attorney-General to the effect 
that a person receiving complete or partial aid for five consecutive 
years from any town, automatically becomes a County case, the 
City of Berlin and the various towns of the County transferred 
to the County of Coos one hundred and ninety-five cases during 
the past year. The cost of taking care of these transferred cases 
from June 1, 1938, to December 31, 1938, amounted to $43,410. 


An estimate of the number of cases to be transferred from 
the City of Berlin and the towns in the County to the County 
of Coos during the year 1939 is forty-two, and the estimated cost 
of these cases will be $20,700. For this reason and also the fact 
that our main industry in the City of Berlin has been obliged to 
shut down many times during the past year, and unless there 
is a marked improvement in the labor conditions throughout the 
County of Coos for the next two years, we do not see how a 
reduction in the County budget can be made. 


We have increased our net debt by $22,200.85 for 1938. Today 
we have a deficit of $90,466.72. This amount is an accumulation 
of deficits for the years 1934, 1935, 1936 and 1938, due mainly to 
the fact that in making our yearly budgets we expected a definite 
amount to be contributed by the State for relief. When the State 
funds which had been appropriated for relief were exhausted for 
these years, the whole relief load had to be carried by the County. 
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Our net debt of $368,466.72 is lower than in 1936 when the net 
debt was $408,382.63. Even though we were obliged to assume 
the extra amount expended due to the fact that the State did not 
contribute its share during these years, we show a decrease for 
the two years of $39,915.91. 

We also call to your attention a very serious condition in 
regard to the valuation of the County. In the last ten years we 
have had a decrease of $14,699,880. in the County valuation— 
from a valuation of $60,452,283. in 1928 it dropped to $45,752,- 
000. in 1938, a decrease of over 24% for the County, while the 
decrease for the entire State was only about 10%. The valuation 
of the unincorporated towns in 1928 was $5,638,300. In 1938 it 
had dropped to $2,019,864., a decrease in valuation of $3,618,436. 
This decrease in valuation means a corresponding increase of the 
County tax rate, which must be absorbed by the towns and the 
City of Berlin. 

Every one knows that the unemployment situation in the 
County at the present time is the most critical it has ever been, 
and the retiring Commissioners, Mr. Moffett and Mr. Potter, feel 
that they have done everything in their power and to the best 
of their ability, to help the poor and unemployed of the County 
and to make it possible for them to exist as human beings should. 

On July 1, 1938, the State Board of Public Welfare took over 
the handling of the Old Age Assistance cases, the Needy Blind, 
and the Board and Care of Children. The County continues to 
pay 25% on account of all County Old Age cases and pays the 
full amount on children’s cases. 


The County is most fortunate in having the continued de- 
voted and efficient services of Mr. and Mrs. Owen F. Cole as 
Superintendent and Matron of the County Farm. We also call 
to your attention the report of the Superintendent given else- 
where in this report, for more details in regard to the receipts 
and expenditures of the County Farm. 


Due to Bangs Disease we were obliged to sell all the cattle 
at the County Farm, and to buy a new herd of pure bred Hol- 
steins at a net cost of about $4,000. We have had a WPA Pro- 
ject going on at the County Farm the past year, removing a 
ledge back of the buildings and at the same time building a dyke 
to protect the meadows. Although it has been a direct expense 
charged to the County Farm, which was not considered at the 
time of making the 1937-38 budget, it has given work to many 
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men, who otherwise would have been obliged to go on direct 
relief, either as Town or County cases. This, together with the 
fact that a large amount of work in the way of repairs to the 
Jail and other improvements to the Farm buildings, has made this 
year a most active one. 

At this time we might mention the WPA Projects operated 
in the City of Berlin. The WPA Sewing Project employs thirty- 
five of our County women, and furnishes clothing to all our re- 
lief cases, as well as having these women gainfully employed. 
There are two Woods Projects sponsored by the County in Berlin, 
which furnish the wood for the County Relief cases. Both City 
and County Relief cases are used on the Woods Projects. The 
Commissioners consider all these Projects to be of a great benefit 
to the County financially. 

omrced ©. Cleaveland, Clerk of Court, we wish to. express 
our sincere thanks for the savings he has made in the administra- 
tion of the Court appropriation, and also for his cooperation and 
advice in all matters pertaining to the welfare of the County. 

We also wish to express our sincere thanks to Miss Anna 
Russell, Agent for the New Hampshire Children’s Aid and Pro- 
tective Society, for her help in handling many of our children’s 
cases and for the other help and advice that she has so kindly 
given to the various Visitors of the County in their relief work. 
Her years of experience in dealing with the people of Coos County 
have been a great help to us in handling the relief situation and 
she is untiring in her efforts to help the various employees of the 
County whenever called upon to do so. 

In submitting this report, we take this opportunity to extend 
our thanks to the various Overseers of the Poor, Selectmen, 
County and City officials, to the State Board of Public Welfare, 
and to all citizens of Coos County for their hearty cooperation 
and support given us during the year 1938.

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Report of Superintendent 
of County Farm 


To the Honorable Board of Coos County Commissioners: 


We herewith submit our annual Coos County Farm report 
for the year ending December 31, 1938. 

During the year the double W.P.A. project No. 1406, starting 
January fifth, has been excavating the ledge back of the build- 
ings, thereby widening the parking space back of the hospital and 
the driveway both ways from and to the Daniel Webster High- 
way, also at same time using the rock to build a dike to prevent 
the Connecticut River, during freshets, from damaging the 
meadow. A man and truck and a man and team was furnished 
by Farm. 

Employment was also furnished welfare workers cutting cord 
wood on our sugar place. The maples having died, presumably 
caused by excessive cold, during the winter of 1933-34. More was 
cut on the Paquette Lot up Bishop Brook. 

The hurricane of September twenty-first created havoc with 
our virgin timber lot, yet damages to our buildings hardly notice- 
able. 

A new herd of Holstein cattle was purchased to replace the 
ones disposed of last year. 

One new truck with a tip-up body was bought because the 
W.P.A. required one of ours continually. 

Would recommend that the roof of Ladd Barn, so called, 
be recovered and the interior remodeled into a proper place for 
storage of farm implements, and other requirements. 

_ We need a new poultry house, the location of present one 
is shaded by the manure pit building. The lumber would be avail- 
able from the above mentioned timber lot. 

We wish to express our heartfelt appreciation to the Rev. 
Father J. A. Vachon for his cheery way in visiting his people in 
the Hospital, and all of the rest of us. 

To Rev. H. H. Albee for regular services in the Chapel and
